“ JOHN BULL AND TRUSTS. 


Americans Who Found the Tight Lit- 
tle Island Too Much for Them. 


What is a trade-war? 

It is a battle in which no blood is 
apilt, but whath can bear fesults every 
bit as serious as those which occur on 
the actual field of war. Two great 
organizations are pitted against each 
Silently, with scarcely a sound 
above the scratching of a pen, the 
more powerful faction presses its op- | 
ponent back, and upon the issues de- 
pends the welfare of thousands, many 
of whom have no idea that any kind 
of battle is being fought at all. 

In the present trade-war between 
Lord Cowdtay and the Standard Oi) 
Co., John Bull is standing in the ring 


They are fighting over the great 
oil-fields of Mexico, and, although the 
Standard Oil Co. have used every 
means in their power to outwit their 
English rival, aud even employed 
spies to shadow him in New York, | 
they have found their match. The 
British Oil magnate is beating them | 
at their own game. 

The Standard Oil Co. have not had 
many such reverses. Forty-five years 
ago, Mr. John D. Rockefeller realized 
the great possibilities that lay in oil. 
Yormed a syndicate, and proceeded to 
buy up every rival syndicate. He of- 
ten paid absurdly high prices to his 
rivals in order to gain absolute con. 
trol. If they refused to sell, he either 
retailed oil in their districts at a loss, 
or elsesactually gave it away, until 
they were forced, through lack of busi- 
ness, to admit themselves beaten. 

A particularly interesting trade-war 
was that fought recently between 
the E -elish and American tobaccon- 
ists. The American Tobacco Co. was 
one of tne most formidable syndicates 
that ever threatened our chalky cliffs. 

It was an amalgamation of five sep- 
arate companies, which, previously 
had tried to cut éach other’s throat- 
in their own country. They had plac 


market. They had blazoned the walls 
with enormous posters. One company 
had spent $1,500,000 annually in ad 
vertising its principal feature, “Battle 
Axe Plug,’ the price of which under 
went tremendous reductions. For the 
small price of fivepence, the American 
elastic-jawed chewer could buy a pluy 


of ‘Battle Axe’ three inches broad 
over half-an-inch thick, and a foot 
long. 


But when these old rivals bande‘ 
together, and invaded England under 
the banner of The American Tobacco 
Co., they found themselves absolutely 
By offering a bonus o1 
$1,000,000 a year for four years to all 
the English retailers who would sup- 
ply their cigarettes, and nobody else’- 
at a certain low figure, they’ hoped 
to get the entire monopoly of the ‘to- 
bacco custom in England. | Before 
tn temptation had spread too far 
hewever, the English .tobaeconist= 
joined forces, and formed themselves 
into The Imperial Tobaeco Co. The 
An-ericans, instead of dealing with a 
host of small, independent merchants, 
found themselves face to face with a 
solid organization representing almost 
the entire tobacco interest of the Brit- 
ish Isles. So they packed up their 
cheap cigarettes, and took the next 
boat home. 

But the matter did not end there. 
The tobacconists who had been prom- 
ised their big bonuses, and who had 
received only one half year’s payment, 
suec. the American Company for the 
Lelance. At the first the Americans 
rejused to pay, arguing that, as their 
company had been liquidated, their 
liabilities had also.ceased to exist. A 
test case was decided against them, 
however, and they wished more than 
ever that they had left the English 
bull-dog alone.—London Answers.

ASXCITES COMMENT AT CANADIAN 
NATIONAL EXHIBITION 


Excellent Display of Threshed Grain, 
Showing Big Yields of Wheat and 
Oats from; Various Districts in 
Northern and Southern Alberta— 
Proof that Crops are Good, Despite 
the Small Rainfall this Year. 


Toronto.—One of the most interest- 
ing agricultural exhibits at the Cana- 
dian National exhibition is the Al- 
berta government exhibit in the east 
wing of the Horticultural building. 
The wall is beautifully decorated with 
sheaves of varieties of grain, as well 
as tame and native grasses, A most 
interesting new feature in connection 
with this exhibit is the grand display 
of threshed grains. There are six acre 
yields shown, and while they are not 
the largest yields that could have 
been shown, they are such that. visi- 
tors must be convinced of the wonder- 
ful grain-growing possibilities of the 
province of Alberta. 

There are two yields of oats shown. 
One acre of “‘Abundance,” grown by 
J. C. Hill and sons, of Lloydminster, 
which yielded 97 measured bushels 
er acre, and weighs 6 pounds per 

ushel, and one yield of “Banner” 
oats, grown, by Robert McKay, of 
Blackfalds, yielding 85 bushels by 
measure per acre and 44 pounds per 


bushel. 

One yield of 60 bushels and 21 
pounds of winter wheat is shown, 
grown by Arthur Perry, at Cardston, 
and it weighs 66 pounds per bushel. 
Pawson brothers, of Coaldale, sent an 
acre yield of spring wheat, which went 
38 bushels to the acre, and weighs 65 
pounds per bushel. The most remark- 
ble feature of this grain exhibit is the 
excellent quality of the grain. A 
large number of the samples shown 
are the growth of 1910, and show 
clearly that the-crops in Alberta are 
fairly good, even with the small rain- 
fall of this year, And that in-a large 
portion of the province the crops are 
excellent this year. 

In the centre of the exhibit an In- 
dian tepee is shown, from the Sarcee 
reserve, southern Alberta. It is just 
as it appeared when purchased at the 
reserve, and is of great interest to the 
praeemeen of visitors who see it every 

ay. 

Hon. Duncan Marshall, minister of 
agriculture for Aiberta, is personally 
supervising the exhibit, and has E. L. 
Richardson, manager of the provincial 
exhibition at Calgary, in charge, F. 
W. Brown, publicity agent at Toronto, 
whose office is at 127 Front streat, and 
C. R. McCutcheon, his assistant, are 
also assisting with the exhibit. 

After the close of the Toronto exhi- 
bition the Alberta exhibit will be 
erected at Snokane, Washington, for 
the dry farming congress. 


AUTO TRIP TO NORTH 


Cagary Party Will Go Up to the 
Peace River Crossing— 
Will Start This Week 


Calgary.—G. C. Middaugh is start- 
ing this week on a remarkable auto- 
mobile trip, in company with his wife 
and three friends from the States. 
They are going to drive across from 
Edmonton, via the Swan hills’ trail to 
Grouard at the head of Lesser Slave 
lake, and will then go on to Peace 
River Crossing where they will win- 
ter before proceeding further. 

This will be the first automobile to 
reach this far north and Mr. Mid- 
daugh and party will do a remarkable 
thing: if they succeed as well.as they 
hope.

ALBERTA TO FIGHT FOR PRIZE 


Intend to Win the Dry Farming Ex- 
position Cup Known as 
“‘World’s Trophy.” 
Spokane.—The province of Alberta, 
Canada, is going to make a strong. at- 
tempt this year to carry away from 
the Dry Farming exposition the cup 
known as the “‘World’s Trophy.”’ This 
cup has been won the last two years 
by Colorado, and is always a source of 
strong contention by states and 

provinces. 

Six states and one Canadian pro- 
vince reserved space for exhibits at 
dry farming headquarters recently. 
Alberta has asked to have set aside an 
additional space of 72x8 feet, which 
will be sufficient to display carloads 
of dry farming products. The grant- 
ing of this space makes a total of 184 
lineal feet for Alberta display. 

Riverside, Cal., is contemplating the 
making of an exhibit and sending a 
large delegation. The citizens have 
called a public meeting to organize a 
local dry farming organization to boost 
the movement and plan to send repre- 
sentative delegates. 

The commercial club of Baker City, 
Ore., reports that great interest is be- 
ing aroused there in the congress. 
The club will decide at its next meet- 
ing regarding the sending of a dele- 
gation and a district exhibit of dry 
farm products to both the exposition 
and the interstate fair.

CANADA WINS IN THE MOST 


IMPORTANT POINTS | 


Award Disposes of the ‘American Con- 
tention that the Hudson Bay is Not 
a Closed'Sea—The Greatest Satis- 
faction is Expressed Over the Re- 
sult of the Hague Decision on the 
North Atlantic Fisheries Case. 


Ottawa.—The cabled digest of The 
Hague decision on the North Atlantic 
fisheries case, in press despatches re- 
cently, is received with much satisfac. | 
tion by officials. of the government 
with the large issues at 
stake so far as Canada is concerned. 

The finding of the tribunal in favor 
of the British contentions on questions 
one and five means, practically, that 
from the Canadin standpoint by far 
the most important rights contended 
for have been won. 

According to Mr. J. 8. Ewart, K.C., 
Canadian counsel before the tribunal, 
nine-tenths of the whole argument was 
on these two points. The loss of the 
British case on other points at issue 
is comparatively unimportant, except) 
in so far as Newfoundland is locally 
affected by the decision. The right of 
Canada to make fisheries regulations 
binding on all foreign fishermen in the 
territorial waters is established, and 
territorial waters, according to the 
finding on question five, are defined as 
being three miles outside a line drawn 
from headland to headland. This 
means that Canada’s jurisdiction over | 
all large bays is established by inter-| 
national law. The decision is taken to 
mean that Canada will now be en- 
abled to assert her right to control the | 
fisheries in Juan De Fuca Straits and 
at other points along the British | 
Columbia coast. } 

It also disposes of the American con- | 
tention that the Hudson Bay is not a; 
closed sea, exclusively under Cana- 
dian jurisdiction. The full text of the 
award is, of course, not yet available, 
but according to cabled summaries the | 
result, as noted above, is regarded 
here as a far-reaching victory for 
Canada.

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Forest Fires---A 
National Menace 


During the past summer forest fires 
have been devouring the growth of cen- 
turies with ruthless rapacity. Northern 
Ontario, Manitoba and British Columbia 
have suffered most. Fine tracts of 
metchantable timber worth millions of 


dollars have been destroyed, square mile 


upon square mile of young growth com- 


ing on to supply the demands of the fut- 
ure has been wiped out of existance. 
In Northern Ontario, where but a thin 
layer of vegetable mould covers the rocks 
the soft, oozy forest floor, the only hope 
of vegetation and equable stream flow 
has been completely destroyed, leaving a 
cheeerless rocky waste for generations to 
come. Even if no thought be given to 
the number of lives lost, it must be ad- 
mitted that the loss occasioned this year 
by forest fires has been nothing short of 
apalling. 

Can nothing be done, then, to prevent 
this loss? The answer is that much can 
be done. The solution of the problem is 
indicated in two words—public sentiment. 
The two principa) causes of forest fires 
are campers and, railways, and_ public 
opinion must be brought to bear upon 
these. The tourist-camper does not at 
all realize the extent of the damage 
which his unextinguished camp fire may 
do. Laws against. leaving camp fires 
burning are already on the statue books, 
but it is quite evident that their obser- 
vance rests mainly with the tourist him- 
self. He must be impressed with the 
very serious nature of his offence. If a 
man sets fire to a building, he is convict- 
ed of arson and sent to prison as a felon, 
but if his unextinguished camp fire burns 
down millions of dollars worth of timber 
and perhaps destroys human life as well, 
he is, at best, made to pay a small fine. 
When public opinion views this careless- 
ness of the camper as. a criminal act and 
frowns upon him accordingly, consider- 
able progress will have been made in les- 
sening the number ot forest fires from 
this cause. 

But it is the railways that spread the 
most destruction. ‘fraversing, as they 
do, the great lone stretches of uninhabit- 
ed timber areas, the sparks from their 
locomotives start numerous fires that gain 
great headway before being detected. Too 
often the right-of-way, piled thick with 
rubbish, furnishes a tinder-box for these 
conflagrations. The owner of destroyed 
property along the line has found it al- 
most impossible under the present laws 
to got damages from the railway com- 
pany, so difficult is it to fix the respon- 
sibility, and so expensive is the process 
of litigation. In order to lessen the num- 
ber of fires due to this cause, the Com- 
mitte on Forests of the Commission of 
Conservation has proposed to make the 
railways pecuniarly: responsible, It 
has recommended that there be added to 
the Railway Act a clause making them 
hable to a fine of $1,000, recoverable by 
summary prosecution before a stipendiary 
magistrate or two justices of the peace, 
for every fire started by sparks from their 
locomotives. It makes no difference 
whether the fire begins outside the right- 
of-way or spreads therefrom to adjoining 
land. The railways are exempt from 
this fine if they can show that they have 
the beet modern appliances on their lo- 
comotives to prevent the emission of 
sparks, that their employees have not 
shown negligence in conducing to the 
starting of the fire, and that they have 
maintained an efficient and properly 
equipped staff of fire-rangers, In other 


. 
words, the Committee proposes to lessen 
the number of fires caused by sparks from 
locomotives by having the rai)ways fined 
for the damage they do, unless they take 
every possible precaution to prevent such 
damaye. This is obviously a fair re- 
commendation as regards both the rail- 
ways and the public, and the effort to 
have it made law is worthy of public 
aubport. Every Canadinn is deeply in- 
terested in the protection of our forests; 
for each forest fire means that he and his 
children will have to pay higher prices 
for every foot of lumber they use. Such 
a measure, for the preservation of our 
forests, as that recommended by the 
Committee on Forests of the Commission 
of Conservation should, therefore, com- 
mend itself to every public-spirited citi- 


zen and newspaper in Canada.
